Glanders. 

_ SymeToMs.—In Glanders there is 
always an increaſed difcharge from 
the noſtrils, which in different horſes 
is of various colours, as white, yellow, 
green, and bloody; and ſometimes all 
| theſe colours may be ſeen in the ſame 
horſe at different periods of the diſ- 
eaſe. The extremity of the noſtrils 
is generally covered with a thick. . 
coagulated ſubſtance like glue, and 
on inſpecting the membrane, within 
the noſtrils, we generally find it in- 
flamed, with one or more ulcers or 
holes : under the jaw, on the ſame ſide, 
we frequently obſerve a ſwelling of 
the glands, which are alſo inflamed. 
The appetite and health in many caſes 


( as ) 


continue unimpaired. Sometimes, 
however, it affects both, and the diſ- 
charge is very offenſive; at other times 
ſcarcely any unpleaſant effluvia can 
be obſerved. Where the appearances 
correſpond to the ſymptoms we have 
deſcribed, it is in vain to attempt a 

cure; and to prevent contagion, the 
animal ſhould be ſhot, and the head 
buried ſeveral feet under ground. 

When a horſe has any diſcharge 
from his noſtrils, of whatever quality, 
it is adviſable to keep him as ſepa- 
rate from the reſt as poſſible. The 
halter, and every thing about the 
horſe, ſhould have no connexion 
with other horſes. It is moreover of 
great conſequence that he be watered 
with a pail by himſelf; and ſhould 
it turn out to be the glanders, the

rack, the manger, c. ſhould be firſt 
wellwaſhed with ſoft ſoap and water 
and afterwards covered with a thick 
coat of lime and ſize. © 
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87 ur ToMs OY has x 05 at- 
tacks the ſkin. It very generally be- 
gins on the inſide of the thighs, and ap- 
pears in the form of a ſmall bud or 
tumour, which, at the commencement 

of the diſeaſe, is frequently painful, 

but during the progreſs, and eſpe- 
cially in the latter ſtages of this com- 
plaint, they are often inſenſible, even 
to the actual cautery.— The legs are 
generally much ſwelled, and ſome- 
times it terminates in glanders. 


„ TREATMENT.— The horſe ſhould 
be made to ſweat profuſely by exer- 
ciſe at leaſt once in the day. The 
part ſhould be fired in ſtraight lines;

Worms and Bots. 


SYMPTOMs,—The animal is gene- 
rally, but not always, out of condition, 
a ſmall quantity of yellow powder is 
frequently ſeen near the anus, and 
ſometimes the worms or bots are 
obſerved about this part, and in the 
dung. 


TREATMENT. Give one drachm of 
the vermifuge powder (No. 8) every 
morning until it purge. Then omit 
the medicine for four or five days, and 
if neceſſary proceed as before.

Horſes that are encam ped have fre- 
quently an inclination to eat ſand and 
common earth, if not prevented by 
muzzles. * And when this appetite is 
indulged large balls are ſometimes 

formed in the ſmall inteſtines, ſo as to 
obſtruct the paſſage. of the faces, and 
occaſion death. To obviate the effects 
of this diſeaſe, when any horſe is 
perceived to eat earth, give him two 
drachms of the laxative powder (No. 3), 
and repeat the doſe every ſix and thirty 
hours until it purge. 


— 
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The Treatment of Horſes in 
Quarters, returned from 
Camp or Grafs. 


HoRsEs that come into quarters, 
either from graſs or camp, ſhould be- 
gin to take one drachm of the laxa- 
tive powder (No. 3) every other morn- 
ing until it purge. | 

The ſtable ſhould for the firſt ten 
days or a fortnight be kept as cool as 
poſſible, in order to prevent any ſud- 
den change of temperature. If great 
attention be paid to this circumſtance, 
it will contribute more to prevent 
greaſe, colds, coughs, and various 
other diſeaſes, than any medicine 
whatever. For although moſt horſes 
will be healthy in any determined

degree of temperature; yet we know 
it to be impoſſible for any animal 
to feel the ſeyerity of. winter one 
day, and the heat of ſummer the 
next, without producin g diſeaſe. The 
great object therefore is to take care 
that the heat of the ſtable be increaſed 
as gradually as poſſible, and that it 
differ at ff but little from the na- 
tural air. 

This can be very eaſily efſelted by 
keeping all the doors, ren ke dec.

the foot deviates from : a circle, and be- 
comes oblong; indeed many feet from 
this cauſe are not one third, and ſome 
not even one fourth, as wide as lon g. 
Age, however, has no effect i in chang- 
ing. the form; for we have been able 
to reſtore many very old horſes feet, | 
and preſerve others in their natural 
figure; but as the common deſtructive, 
practice of ſhoein gis more or leſs re- 
peated, the heels will ee be more 
or leſs. diminiſhed. ; e 
This contraction, which e ter- 
minates in lameneſs, is not the only 
diſeaſe ariſing from improper ſhoes, 
for thruſhes are frequently, and c0775 
@kvays, produced by the ſame cauſe, -. 
It becomes then an object. of im- 
portance to inquire what is the prac- 
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tice that occaſions ſuch effects, and 
what are the means beſt NO to 
proven them. | 

The common ſhoe is made thicker 
at the heel than the toe, broad in the 
web, externally convex, and four nails 
placed in each quarter of the cruſt 


nearly oppoſite. This I ſay is almoſt 


the univerſal ſhoe of this country; 
and the manner of cutting the hoof 
correſponds exactly in intention and 
in effect with the ſhoe itſelf. The 
firſt parts of the hoof removed by the 


buttreſs are generally the frog and : 


bars. The frog is a convex, inſenſi- 
ble elaſtic body, placed in the centre 


of the heel, of a wedge-like form, 


pointed towards the toe, but expanded 
as it advances to the heel. Its uſe is 
that of preventing the animal from 


— 


(3 ) 
{lipping, at the ſame time acting as ; 
a ſpring, by expanding the heels, and 
_ ſupporting part of his weight. The 
Bars are two in number, placed at the 
fide of the frog; they form part of the 
cruſt at the heels, and act as props to 
prevent the heels from contraction. 
As all theſe parts are uſually firſt cut 
away before the ſhoe is put.on, it 1s 
very evident what muſt be the conſe- 
quence when the ſhoe we have de- 

ſcribed is applied. 
In the firſt place, the ſhoe. being 
made thick at the heel, and the frog 
taken away, this part of the foot can- 
not generally come in contact with 
the ground. Nevertheleſs it will 
ſometimes be ſtruck with a projecting 
ſtone, and this occaſional blow on a 
part that has been pared produces in- 
8 | 
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flammation and diſcharge, known by 
the name of Thru/h. And as the 
frog cannot act as a ſtop, as a ſpring 
to the animal, or ſupport any part 
of his weight, without embracing 
the ground, all theſe funckions are tot. 


The bars alſo being removed, the 


heels muſt neceſſarily become nar- 
awe: ii te 
But what contributes as much to 
contract the heels, as the removal of 
the bars and frog, is the form of the 
ſhoe and the ſituation of the nails. 
It ſhould however firſt be obſerved, 
that the cruſt grows from the coronet 
downward, and in its deſcent becomes 
wider, ſo that the bottom of the hoof 
is nearly one third wider than the top. 
When therefore the natural growth 
is not impeded, and the cruſt, has de- 
ſcended one inch in depth, the bottom 
F2 | 
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of the foot has increaſed about half an 


inch in breadth. While the hoof is 
thus growing and expanding, twa 
fixed points are made by the four 
nails placed in each quarter of the 
cruſt : inſtead of the foot now growing 
obliquely wider, it is obliged in a great 
degree to obey the eight nails, ſo that 


when the cruſt has deſcended in depth 


one inch, and ought to have increaſed 
half an inch in breadth, it has de- 
ſcended one inch, but nearly of the 
ſame diameter. Moreover, from the 
thickneſs of the ſhoe at the quarters, 
the power of expanding the heels by 
the action of the frog, and all its other 


functions, are ſuſpended. 


As we have pointed out ſome of 
the diſa lvantages of the common ſhoe, 
and the evils ariſing from cutting 
the foot improperly, we ſhall now 


(37 ) 

proceed to deſcribe the practice that 
we have found by experience moſt 
ſucceſsful in keeping the foot healthy, 
and preſerving its form. unimpaired 
by ſhoeing. The only part that we 
think of cutting with the buttreſs. is 
the toe of the boof. This requires to 
be ſhortened once in every five and 
twenty or thirty days, but no part of 
the heel ſhould be touched. If the 

heels are too high we find it better to 

wear them down by coming in con- 
tact with the ground, to cutting them 

with an inſtrument. For this pur- 
poſe we employ a ſhort ſhoe, very 
thin at the heel, narrow in the web, 

concave externally, and the nail holes 
made in the toe. With this ſhoe we 
avoid contracted feet, we prevent and 
even cure thruſhes, and avoid the poſ- 
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ſibility of corns. Theſe are three diſ- 
eaſes very obſtinate in their nature, 


and difficult of cure; and it certainly 


muſt be admitted to be an object of 
ſome importance to prevent them. 
This ſhoe can be employed on horſes 


of every deſcription that have 576 


heels and good frogs; and if it happen 
in the month of May or June, when 
the ground is dry, it may generally 


be continued durin g the whole ſum- 


mer. But when the ground is wet, 


the horn becomes altered in its tex- 


ture, and is liable to wear away in a 


greater degree at bottom than it grows 


at top. When this takes place we 


apply a longer ſhoe, but made in 
every other reſpect like the ſhort ſhoe. 


The heels of the long ſhoe are made 


to reſt on the junction of the bars 


( 39 ) 
with the cruſt; and in order to pre- 


vent any improper. preſſure from the 
. ſhoe,” the ſole: between the bars and 
cruſt is removed by a drawing knife, 
ſo as to be made concave. This will 
be ſeen in the pattern hoofs. When 
this ſhoe is worn out we ſhorten the 
toe, but remove no part of the heels, 
and then apply a long ſhoe as before. 
By purſuing this ſyſtem for four, ſive, 
or ſix months, the heels will cer- 
tainly be ſufficiently high to employ 
the ſhort ſhoe. But it is probable 
there are many horſes, at this time, 
that have been ſo long ſhod on the 
old ſyſtem, that ſome danger might 
be incurred by employing all at once 
either the one or the other without 
ſome preparation. Nevertheleſs I. 
have no heſitation in ſaying that;

however old the horſe, however ab- 
ſurd the ſhoe, however low the heel, 
there is no foot that cannot in a few 
months be made to. wear the long 
thin heeled ſhoe with great advantage; 


| ſhort ſhoe during the year. The only 
precaution neceſſary is to begin the 
practice gradually. | 

As we find that almoſt every hoof 
grows more than one tenth of an inch 
in depth every month, we have only 
occaſion to make the next ſhoes one 
tenth thinner at the heels, and remove 
no part of the hoof except the toe, and 
then the abſolute height of the foot will 
be the ſame as when the horſe was 
laſt ſhod. The next time, when the 
Heels are grown one tenth more, or 
any given degree, we thin the heels 


and no foot but what will admit the 


e 
of the ſhoe in the ſame proportion; 
and continue to purſue this ſyſtem 
until we can employ. a ſhoe like the 
pattern. 

After we have arrived to this de- 
gree of perfection, we are ſtill to pre- 
ſerve the frog, the bars, and heels; 
and when the latter are grown to an 
inconvenient depth, we leave off the 
long to employ the ſhort hon, as be- 

fore directed. 
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
